Immaturity 


The present furor from some 
Protestants becomes the more im- 
mature when one considers that 
that good, quiet man, William 
Howard Taft, was a faithful Uni- 
tarian, as were presidents John 
Adams, John Quincy Adams and 
Millard Fillmore.

The impending pro- 
posal is motivated by Canada’s 
belief that it will be impossible 
to get an agreement at this ses- 
sion on the substance of the dis- 
armament question and that it is 
essential to arrange for some sort 
of studies. 


Furthermore, delegates are un- 
certain whether Russia will agree 
to resume work either in the 10- 
power disarmament group, which 
it wants to expand by adding five 
African, Asian and Latin-Ameri- 
can members, or in the disarma- 
ment, commission, or anywhere 
else.

Robert Kennedy's expression of regret 
for any impression that he tried to inter- 
fere in the traffic case against Martin Lu- 
ther King is wise and welcome to those 
of us who support his brother for the 
presidency.

Special Privilege Law 


Draws Deserved Fire 


The September-October Fulton Coun- 
ty Grand Jury made several recommen- 
dations on courts and law-enforcement 
which deserve the General Assembly’s 
approval. 

As the jury said, the Special Privilege 
Law should be repealed. It is highly dis- 
griminatory to give state officials the 
hight to appear before grand juries and 


them, : 

The average citizen has no such right. 
Why should those whose salaries are paid 
with tax funds and who are in positions 
of public trust be treated differently by 
law than other people? It is an absurd law 
and should be wiped off the books. 

Other presentments back up positions 
which numerous other Fulten County 
Gfand Juries have taken. 

They include recommendations for an 
adequate auto title law; that a person 
charged with any penal violation be al- 
lowed to testify under oath (Georgia is 
the only state in which a defendant may 
not be sworn in and subjected to cross- 
examination); that provisions be made: 
whereby the terms of certain members of 
a grand jury can be extended to the next 
grand jury session; that the judge, with 
the defendant’s record before him, with 
sentencing after a jury has established 
guilt, and that a State Crime Study Com- 
mittee be established. 

These are all worthy recommenda- 
tions. We recommend them to each leg- 
islator and his constituents.

British Prime Minister Macmillan goes 
his own way in trying to placate Khru- 
shchev. De Gaulle pushes harder for a

Republican onesies candi- 
date Nixon seems hard pressed in California, which sent him first to 
Congress and then to the Senate and then helped to elect him vice 


president. 

GOP vice-presidential nominee 
Henry Cabot Lodge is given little 
chance of decisively influencing 
Massachusetts, a state where 
Lodges and Cabots have been men 
of power tor generations. 

Massachusetts is widely thought 
to be safe for another native son, 
Democratic presidential candidate 
Kennedy, and his second man, 
Sen. Lyndon Johnson. 

It is Johnson who faces a great 

public test and a special private 
sadness. Immense bitterness 
toward him has welled up in 
Texas, a state whose foremost 
poljtician he has been for a de- 
cade and more. 
Nixon would be hard hit if he 
should lose California, with its 
33 electoral votes. And he would 
> brutally hit, indeed, if such 
an eventuality should turn out to 
be the difference between his na- 
tional success and his national 
failure. 

Again, Lodge will feel real fré- 
gret if Massachusetts goes against 
him and Nixon in the way it looks 
to be going—heavily. 

But neither of these personal 
setbacks would be in human 
terms anything like the loss of 
Texas, with its 24 electoral. votes, 
might be to Lyndon Johnson. 


Texas conservatives and ultra 
conservatives like to “‘take care 
of their own’’—in both senses of 
that phrase. They may generously 
reward one they believe to have 
stayed within their tradition. 
They may savagely punish one— 
Johnson—whom they believe to 
have left that tradition. 

The Northern extreme liberals, 
at the same time and for exactly 
opposite reasons, will give no 
credit to Johnson, whatever may 
happen. 

So a poignant irony may be at 
work in Texas. If the Kennedy- 
Johnson ticket loses that state, it 
will actually be most of all be 
cause of the advanced liberal 
Democratic platform. 

If Texas goes Republican, who 
will the ultra-liberals most bit- 
terly censure—while the Texas 
conservatives are pouring on cen- 
sure from. precisely the other 
side? Lyndon Baines Johnson, of 
course.

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Thompson 
Hits Lack 
Of Hearing 


Tax. Commissioner Standish 


Thompson declared Monday that 
the Fulton Grand Jury which de- 
clined to reappoint him did not 
give him the right to be heard. 

Thompson said in a statement 
released to the press, “I have not 
been advised by the grand jury of 
any charges or complaints.” 

The tax commissioner said he 
wrote Wylie Truitt, foreman of 
the now-discharged September- 
October grand jury, on Oct. 6 
and requested that if there were 
any charges or complaints “‘that 
I be given an opportunity to ap- 
pear before the grand jury and 
be heard.”’ 


FOREMAN REPLIES 


Truitt, said Thompson, wrote 
him in reply: 


“We appreciate your willing. 
ness to appear before us and if it 
appears desirable that you do so, 
we will let you-know.” ; 


That was the last he heard of 
the matter until the grand jury re- 
turned a special presentment Oct 
11, saying it declined to act favor- 
ably on the appointment of 
Thompson by County Manager 
A. FE. Fuller to a second four- 
year term. 


JURY DIDN’T ELABORATE 


The grand jury said in its term- 
end presentments that in declin 
ing to reappoint Thompson, it be- 
lieved it was acting ‘‘in the best 
interests of the county.”” The jury 
did not elaborate. 


Under a, 1951 Fulton County law, 
the tax commissioner is appoint- 
ed to a four-year term by the 
county manager, subject to con- 
firmation by the grand jury. If 
the grand jury fails to confirm 
the appointment, the manager is 
required to make ‘‘successive”’ 
appointments to succeeding grand 
juries until an appointment is 
confirmed. 


Some county sources say 
Thompson's name — under this 
law — can legally be presented to 
the incoming November-Decem- 
ber term grand jury for confirma- 
tion. And most sources say this 
will be done. 


STATEMENT IS FIRST 


Thompson's statement Monday 
was his first public comment 
about the matter since the jury 
acted. He asserted that the fail- 
ure of the jury to hear him ‘‘was 
an offense against me as well as 
against the individual members 
of the grand jury. They had a 
right as well as a duty to 
hear me.” 


The tax commissioner pointed 
out that in passing on his appoint- 
ment, the jury “‘acts as an arm of 
the judiciary as well as in its 
usual capacity as an inquisitorial 


. Fairness and decency as 
well as due process of law de- 
mand that if any question has 
been raised as to the qualifica- 
tions of the appointee for tax 
commissioner, that he be given 
the opportunity to appear before 
the whole grand jury and be 
heard as to any charges or com- 
plaints against h*>." 
RECORD DEFENDED 

Thompson, who was first ap- 
pointed tax commissioner in 1956, 
declared that during his entire 
term of office, “I have conducted 
myself with decorum and fairness 
and I am proud of my record, 
both personal and official.” 


He added that he had been com- 
plimented by many grand juries 
and never criticized by any.

Pat G. Kimbrough, president of 
the Forest Arms, Inc., was in- 
dicted on five counts by a federal 
grand jury, which said the execu- 
tive had filed “false and fradu- 
lent” taxes for himself and his 
wile.

NEW YORK, Oct. 31 (UPI)— 
Now they’re playing tricks on 
eyes. 

And the trickery—via colored 
contact lenses—makes it pos- 
sible for a female to change 
the color of her eyes to match 
or complement hair, wardrobe 
and complexion. 


The use of colored contact 
lenses to give eyes a different 
hue was confined to the en- 
tertainment and sports worlds 
until a year ago. 


But it was reported at the 
5th national contact lens con- 
gress that some half million 
women now are using the col- 
ored contacts. 


With the flick of a finger it 
takes to don the tiny colored 
lenses, violet-eyed women at- 
tain grey eyes by putting on 
yellow lenses. 


Red lenses, worn on gray 
eyes, meanwhile, give a gray- 
green appearance to the eyes. 
And the red lenses combined 
with dark blue eyes switch the 
eye color to violet! 


15 STANDARDS 


The industry reported that 15 
standard eye shades now are 
available and that some women 
— particularly entertainers — 
have a wardrobe of colored 
contact lenses looking like the 
rainbow.

at that time, a diabetic state ap- 
pears. After the pregnancy, the 
individual's sugar tolerance may 
return to normal, in which case 
diabetes is not present. 


It must be admitted that such 
individuals are quite likely, al- 
though not certain, to develop real 
diabetes eventually, perhaps quite 
some years later. As you can see, 
calling the temporary condition 
in pregnancy a case of being a 
“‘pre-diabetic’” is not necessarily 
a strictly true statement, but 
there are enough of them in which 
it ultimately proves true to give 
a reasonable basis for using the 
term. 


For the specific question: Yes, 
it is quite possible that this dia- 
betic condition during pregnancy 
can cause repeated miscarriages. 


The use of insulin, in a word, 
treating this “temporary dia- 
betes” just as you would treat a 
regular case of diabetes, is cer- 
tainly to be strongly recommend- 
ed. Many women have achieved 
successful birth by this means 
after having had miscarriages
